6. When I wandered from the purpose of the interview, 
she was attentive and interested but didn't let me rattle 
on long before picking up some aspect of my talk that let 
her get back to the "applicant." 


7. Note taking was not distracting nor was her request 
for clarification when_I_ slipped into governmentese and 
used initials. I said was applying for a job as 
assistant NIO. Her request for translation was easy and 
natural and let me feel a little flattered that I knew 
something she didn't - a good technique that should be a 
routine practice. i 


8. There were two areas to which I might suggest 


[——Cidh'V@s a Little attention: 


a. Identify, through one or two direct 
questions, who the interviewee is. (I mentioned 
an official relationship with the Subject and even 
noted the fact that I had occasion to "check 
on his clearances"). did not follow 
up to determine whether the Subject had ever been 
officially associated with the CIA. 


b. TI didn't hear any question about life 
style, drug usage, alcohol, etc. But I might have 
negated the need for such questions in my generally 
glowing assessment and recommendations of the Subject. 
And then again I don't know if these are still included 
in a BI interview. 


9. In general, I would rate[ a competent 
and efficient representative of the Investigative Corps. 
She covered all major areas quickly but thoroughly, wasting 
neither my time nor hers. She projected a professionalism 
tempered with sensitivity and I think she will be a positive 
asset to the Agency's efforts. [ |
